THE COST OF COLD WEATHER. |
A eold period;, sach as the one throngh
which we are now passing, costs thousands of |
doliars to the housskeepers of a city like
Philadelphin. A very important, and as yot |
unsolyed problem to the pocr man is the eco- |
nomieal production and nse of heat. It is |
safe tosay that one-helf of the heat produced |
by stoves, ranges and heaters of an prdinary
family in this connfry is wasted. It is said
the Russinns understand this matter better
than the Awwericans. They, with other
Northern nations, have a method for econo-
mizing heat that wonld be very satisfactory |
to the poor people of Ameriea. The most
economical heat kmown in this country is
that furuished by exhbaust steam, whieh,
having performed its work of foreo, expends
whnt caloric remains In making man com-
foriable:  Dut heat of this kind is only avail-
able for a few, and, under present circum-
stances or the present econdition of thines,
does not eifect the great problem of house-
warming. As above stated, a very import-
ant and as yet nnsolved problem to the poor
man of America, is the sconomical produe-
tion and use of heat. It s no time now for
Amerieans to Indulgs i abstract eharity lfor
sufferings alromd. The American people
have everywhere at thelr own doos people
whose fortunes have run down to zero alobg
with the thermometer. Let them look after
their own sufférerd. “Clurity begins at
home.”* ‘There are many crushed henrts
without a pulsation of joy in this «ity, for
whom the rich have nosympathy. God help
the poor !'—The rich ean help themeslves.
